Two men met last night at the Hotel Sher- 
man, After some preliminary discussion 


scarcely 100 words long. 

By that act they brought to a close the 
warfare of labor sluggers that has con vulsed 
Chicago for nearly a year, that has cost 
the building industries of this city millions 
of dollars, and that has entailed the murder 
of at least three men, the kidnaping or as- 
sassination of a fourth, and the beating 
and maiming of more than 100 others. 

The two men who signed the document 
Were Martin B. (Skinny) Madden and Simon 
O'Donnell They are the two generale 
who directed the activities of the rival fac- 
tions in the building trades fight. The frst 
is the commander in chief of the steamfitters’ 
union; the second, the leader of the plumbers. 


Seek to Preserve Leadership. 

They brought the struggle to an end because 
matters had reached a stage where their own 
leadership was threatened by a rival organ- 
ization—the Independpent Plumbing com- 
pany~—which had the backing of building 
contractors and union workmen who were 
sick and tired of the state of affairs that 
Madden and O’Donnell had brought about.

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FARWELL TRUST 
QUITS AS A BANK 


Deposits of Above $800,000 to 
Be Cared For; Stockhold- 
ers Furnish Cash. 


DROP DIVIDEND PAYMENT 


Depositors in the Farwell Trust company, 
226 South La Salle street, received notice 
yesterday that their deposits will be 
pand upon demand. The trust company 
is going out of the banking business and 
will in the future confine its operations to 
maturing such investments as have been 
made in public service corporations and In 
western irrigation enterprises. Meanwhile 
the trust company has also discontinued 
the 6 per cent dividend rate on its stock. 

In order to pay off depositors something 
over $800,000 will be needed and certain 
stockholders of the company have made 
arrangements to furnish the necessary cash. 

Meanwhile, such unmatured obligations as 
the company may possess have been pro- 
vided for by the banks. This will enable 
the company to clean up its business.

Controversy Costs City Millions. 

Contractors estimate that the controversy 
has cost the city millions of dollars by pre- 
venting the construction of buildings for 
which contracts had been let. Many of the 
larger builders refused to start their work 
because with the trades in a constant wran- 
gle they had no idea as to when it would be 
finished. 

Besides a monetary loss to the city the war- 
fare has been marked with a trail of blood- 
shed in which three men have been murdered 
and scores of union workmen slugged. Vin- 
cent Altman, William (Dutch) Gentleman, 
and Berriary Malloy, a steamfitter, are the 
men who were killed. The first two were pro- 
fessional sluggers. John Ramler, a steam- 
fitter, who shot by “ gunmen ’’ while at 
work last spring on the Heisen building, is 
believed by the police to be the fourth vic- 
tim of the agitation. 

Fourth Victim’s Fate Unknown. 

Ramler mrysteriously disappeared from his 
home a month ago, two days before his al- 
leged assailants were to go on trial. He was 
made an invalid from the bullets of the gun- 
men. The police belfeve that he was kid- 
naped and murdered. Two Gays were spent 
last week by the authorities in dragging Fox 
river for his body. 

“There will be no more strikes, and the 
building ‘ndustry wil) be allowed to progress 
harmoniously,” gaid Simon O'Donnell last 
night. “How the American Federation of 
Labor will settle it, no one can tell. But we 
have agreed to abide by its decision.”

Foreigners Are Confident. 

Foreigners here seem confident of the abil- 
ity of the viveroy to suppress the rising, 
The southern section of Sze-Chuan contin- 
ues loyal, although the natives sympathize 
with the opponents of the railway construo- 
tion. All gatherings in Peking in sympathy 
with the revolutionary movement in Sze- 
Chuan have been dispersed by the police. 

A dispatch from Kla-Ting- Fu, to the south 
of Cheng-Tu, says that foreign missionaries 
stationed there have left for the Yang~Tse. 
These included threes men and their wives 
and a woman doctor. The foreign gunboats 
have been unable to proceed above Sui-F'u.

Wien the consent of Chanler, who has final- 
i ly gtven up the diva, he is prepared to offer 
her $70,000 in Heu of all claim she won to his 
estate through the famous marriage agrée- 
ment. But he will stipulate that either she 
shall get a divorce in France or else agree 
that Chanler may obtain one in some western 
state without contest. 


Both Sides Distrusttul.

Demoralizsation of the bureau. 

Inability to apply knowledge to 
the practical administration of the 
bureau. : 

Unwarranted destruction of de- 
partment records. 

McCarthy is leader of one of the factions 
in the food bureau the activity of which, it 
is charged, is largely responsible for the de- 
moralization of the bureau. Charges were 
filed against Dr. Perry a month ago by John 
L. Ahern, 6436 Lexington avenue, a taxpayer, 
who was backed by McCarthy and other in- 
spectors who disliked the bureau chief. 


Calls Bureau Demoralized. 

Regarding the disorganization of the bu- 
reau the report says: 

he present condition of unrest and de- 
moralization is not of recent origin. For 
fully five years the bureau has been in con» 
stant turmoil, due to conditions always exist- 
ing. Friction between the inspectors and 
each bureau head since 1906 was as apparent 
during one administration as another. 

During these years, however, Dr. Evans, 
and now Dr. Young, sought to make the bu- 
reau a more important part of the depart- 
ment's work, but without results at all com- 
mensurate with the bureau’s physical and 
personal equipment—all traceable to faulty 
bureau management and an attitude border- 
ing upon open insubordination the lower 
ranks.” 

For several years the meat inspectors of 
the bureau have been organized as the Meat, 
Food: and Sanitary Science Intpectort asso- 
ation, which is affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor. McCarthy is president 
of this organization. Last spring the other 
food inspectors organized the Chicago Health 
Department association with a membenship 
of twenty-one. These two organizations 
clashed in an effort to secure higher salaries, 
provided by the appropriation bil) passed last 
winter. 

“Inside Cliques” Cause Friction. 

The friction between these two organiza- 
tions also increased the demoralization of 
the bureau. The report says that the filing 
of charges against Dr. Perry by a taxpayer 
was an unmistakable joint organization ac- 
tion. 

In speaking of the demoralization of the 
bureau and Dr. Perry's lack of executive 
ability, the report says: 

“A spirit of captious criticism and con- 
tempt approaching insubordination parme- 
ates the entire subordinate civil service force, 
The bureau head has not been able to stamp 
it out, but, on the contrary, it has been 
permitted to grow because of a lack of appre- 
ciation by the bureau head of what actual 
discipline means. Arguing with subordi- 
nates over disobedience of orders and fail- 
ure to take drastic meagures to punish in- 
subordination are subversive of diseipline.“ 

According to the report, all but four of 
the food inspectors working under the di- 
rection of Dr. Perry had a grievance, either 
real or fancied, against the bureau chief. 


Point Premium on Disobedience, 

Inspectors often have been guilty of diso- 
bedience of orders or neglect of duty but no 
action has been taken, according to the re- 
port. The case of John F. Helde, a food in- 
spector, is cited. He refused to do some extra 
work. This oceurred on Nov. 19, 1910, yet no 
action was ever taken against the inspector, 
according to the report. 

Regarding the discipline in the bureau, the 
report says: 

„When neglect of duties, disobedience of 
orders, insubordination, or conduct unbecom- 
ing a city employé occurs on the part of any 
subordinate, action should be prompt and 
decisive. At the same time opportunity 
should be given all inspectors to suggest re- 
spectfully improved methods. Prompt and 
fair consideration should be given to reagon- 
able complaints.” 


Findings Grill Inspector 

According to the report, McCarthy repeat- 
edly disobeys orders and criticises his supe- 
riors. Referring to him, the report says: 

“Inspector McCarthy’s attiture towards 
Drs. Koehler, Perry, and Sherman has been 
one of intemperate criticisms and lack of dis- 
cipline. He protests to Dr. Perry against rea- 
sonable orders time after time over his signa- 
ture, admits openly and profanely criticis. 
ing Dr. Perry and other superior officers, and 
yet.on the part of responsible superiors that 
bas in part led to demoralization in the ser-

This objection is not 
sound, for no stockholder has the right to interfere 
with the business policy of a corporation, and it is 
within the discretion of the directors to decide 
whether the operation of few trains is for the bene- 
fit of the company or not. 

The managers of the Chicago Elevated railways 
are in absolute control of all elevated lines and of 
their boards of directors. Under the provisions of 
the railroad law and the decision of the Supreme 
court of this state these boards of directors may 
make any operating agreements which they desire, 
for the joint use of their tracks, without any fur 
ther grant by the city of Chicago. 

City Controls System, He Says. 

It must also be remembered that under the de- 
cisions of our Supreme court the virtual consolida- 
tion of all the elevated lines puts it as fully within 
the power of the city to regulate the matter of 
transfers, routing, and operation upon the entire 
system as if all the grants had been made to one 


company.

However, he told 
them many of the details of the crime before 
he left. 


Says Motive Was Lacking. 

Johnson said he had no motive for his 
crime. He had no grudge against Lemberger 
or any member of his family, he said. His 
reason for committing the crime was simply 
due to some uncontrollable and inexplicable 
impulse. He had been drinking hard since 
his release from state prison two months 
ago, he sald. and at times did not fully realize 
everything he was doing. 

The day before the kidnaping and murder 
he had been drinking especially hard; he said, 
and went to bed in an intoxicated condition. 
Some time after 12 o'clock that night he 
awoke and wanted another drink of whiskey. 
He said he got out of bed, dressed, and quietly 
left the house with the intention of going to 
some nearby saloon and begging a drink, as 
he had no money with which to pay for it. 

Johnson said he walked up Frances street 
as far as the Lemberger home, four doors 
from his own. When he reached the Lem- 
berger house, he said, it occurred to him that 
he had often looked into the window of the 
little cottage and seen the Lemberger chil- 
dren go to bed. He knew little Annie and 
had often spoken to her and given her candy. 
He also knew, he said, that she slept on a 
small bed near the window he was looking at. 


Blames “Devilish Impulse.” 

Then some “ devilish impulse, he said, 
caused him to step over to the window, slip 
hig hand through a small opening and unfas- 
ten and raise the sash. Then he gently lifted 
little Annie from her bed and through the 
window without stepping inside of the room 
or making any noise. 

As ne lifted the child through the window 
the cold air caused her to stir uneasily, and 
he thought she was about to awaken and 
make an outcry. Johnson said he struck her 
heavily on the head with his fist as he ran 
across the street toa vacant lot. She made 
some noise, but he kept striking her with his 
fist, and finally she became limp in his arms. 
By that time he had reached the middle 
of the vacant lot and laid the child dowr 
on the grass and weeds to catch his breath 
and get his bearings, he said. It was at 
this time that two burdocks became entangled 
in little Annie’s flowing hair. Johnson said 
he tried to pull the burdocks from her hair, 
but was unsuccessful. In a few seconds, 
| Johnson said, he began to realize something 
of the enormity of his crime. He became 
frightened and tried to think of some way to 
dispose of the little girl’s body. He thought 
her dead, as she was limp and showed no 
signs of life. 

The first means of disposing of the girl's 
body that occurred to him, Johnson said, 
was to go to a manhole of a nearby sewer 
and throw it in. He went to the manhole, 
but could not lift the cover. It occurred to 
him then, he said, that if he put the body in 
the manhole it would easily be found, as the 
disturbance of the dirt around the cover 
would quickly be noticed by the searchers. 


Carries Body Through Shadows. 

Then he decided to take the body over toa 
bay of Lake Monona, five blocks away, and 
throw it in the water. 

He picked up the little body and, keeping 
in the shadows of fences, barns, and other 
buildings to avoid being seen by any one who 
might happen to be out at such an early hour, 
he sped across to the lake shore and pitched 
the body as far as possible out in the bay. 
He wanted to put some weights on it, but he 
didn’t have any, he said, and he didn’t have 
anything with which to fasten them. 

The body made a loud splash when it 
struck the water, Johnson said, and he was 
afraid some one might hear it. He stood in 
the bushes several minutes to see if any one 
heard the noise and to see if the body would 
sink, he said. 

Before the body had entirely disappeared 
he turned and ran back to his home, Johnson 
said. When he got back to his house he took 
his shoes off and crept upstairs to bed with- 
out disturbing any of his family. Johnson 
said he couldn't sleep and the remainder of 
the night seemed to him like a century.

First real efforts were mace yesterday to 
raze the artificial barrier reared by the poll- 
ticians between Chicago and the “ down- 
state ’ districts. Representative Chicago and 
Springfield business men met at a fellow- 
ship luncheon at the Hotel La Salle and 

started upon an entirely new system of 
doing things in Dlinois. 

Twenty-five of the best known ‘Springfield 
men, members of the Springfield Commer- 
cial association, came from the state capital 
to be the guests of the Chicago Association 
of Commerce for a day. Three hundred Chi- 
cagoans greeted them and a foundation was 
laid for an understanding which it is be- 
lieved will greatly affect the conduct of state 
affairs. 

Sees Crisis in Commerce. 

President Harry A. Wheeler of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce expressed the 
„ from-the-heart-out ’’ sentiment of the Chi- 
eago men. 

We are at a crisis in Iinois,” Mr. Wheel- 
er said, it is your fault and it is ours. 
There is no a Te antagonism between Chi- 
cago and the downstate cities. Our future is 

¥ndissolubly linked with the future of Illinois. 

we do not understand each other and we 

have made no effort apparently to get ac- 
quainted. This is the first big delegation from 
the downstate cities which has come to Chi- 
cago to visit us. 


Makes Plea for Harmony. 

“Our difficulties in the legislature, I be- 
lieve, are entirely due to the manufactured 
antagonism between the city and the country. 
That antagonism can be entirely eliminated 
by a development of the feeling which has 
been demonstrated here today. 

We have 4 great cosmopolitan city here 
and we have the opportunity to study its 
needs at close range.

AS AID TO LABOR 


Wilson Says Systeni Should 
Be Used to Protect All 
Injured Workers. 


SEES A FEDERAL PERIL. 


Foss Declares Central Govern- 
ment Should Not Assume 
Too Great Power. 


Spring Lake, N. J., Sept. 13.—A system of 
employers’ liability insurance, conducted by 
the state for the benefit of workingmen, was 
advocated by Gov. Weédrow Wilson of New 
Jersey at the eme „ — here to- 
— 

In New Jersey, he said, “* the indemnity 
companies have raised their rates, in some 
instances 1,000 per cent, because of our recent 
liability legislation. These gentlemen are 
singularly unwise; they show an intention of 
raising the rates stillhigher.” 

There must be a state system of insur- 
ance,” he added. “It is all well without 

state insurance to pnact a general law with 
regard to the compensatian to be paid injured 
employés, but what of the small employers 


and corporations? If they can’t afford to pay 


this compensation then the security afforded 
by the law Is of no avail to workingmen. We 
have not protected all classes of our working 
men until we have seen that all claims of this 
sort have been paid.“ 


Fears Excess Federal Control. 

Gov. Eugene N. Foss of Massachusetts also 
tooa employers’ liability and workingmen's 
compensation as his theme, and opposition 
to the unnecessary intrusion of federal con- 
trol was the keynote of his speech. 

“There is a vague theory,“ he said, that 
where the individual power of different states 
proves insufficient the federal government 
comes in. In such matters as workingmen's 
compensation federal power, it was thought, 
might be invoked to cover the entire country 
and afford uniform laws. If, however, there 
is anything hostile to self-government of the 
state it is the unnecessary tmtrusion of fed- 
eral control. 

The new workingmen’s compensation law 


of Washington was detailed by Gov. Marion 


E. Hay. He also spoke in defense of the 
initiative, referendum, and recall in so far as 
the recall applied to elective officers and not 


to judges.

Drop 
the rolled steak into the hot fat and brown on 
all sides. When brown pour in a pint of 
water, cover closely, and boil evenly until the 
meat is tender. One-half hour before the meat 
is done drop into the kettle with the meat 
whole medium sized’ potatoes.

It is untortunate that the reporters were 
barred out when the rallroad men and city 
officials began discussing the great ques- 
tion, What is smoke?

DON’T CHEAT THE BOYS. 
The predomination of girls in the public 
schools, both grammar and high, is a regret- 
table fact. It is bad for every one con- 
cerned; for the boys, who will not re- 
ceive their best development; for the girls, 
who will find themselves obliged to accept 
as mates men in some ways inferior to them- 
selves; for the city, which will be peopled 
largely with male citizens narrowed by lack 
of opportunity; for the republic itself, which 
will have a mass of voters not really quali- 
fied to decide upon the important questions 
which will be intrusted to them. 
School education is not the only sort of 
valuable education, it is quite true, but it 
is the most reliable base of education. It 
can do no more than open up the doors of 
life, but, Jacking it, many of those doors 
must remain forever closed—or at least 
there is danger that they will do so. The 
American public had in the old days an 
almost fetichlike confidence in the efficacy of 
education. It was fanatic in the sacrifices 
made to give children an education. It was 
unashamed of poverty, providing it did not 
imply thriftlessness; and when it meant that 
high economy which consisted of going with- 
out material comforts for the sake of culti- 
vating the mind, it was justly proud of it. 
A return of this old spirit is needed. 
Don’t let the boys go to work merely because 
the first excitement of money earning is on 
them. Don't let them heedlessly sacrifice 
themselves that your own burden may be 
made a trifie lighter. Your family is stand- 
ing still when you do that sort of thing and 
not progressing as an American family 
ought to progress. Look to the future of 
‘your boys, not to ‘year present ease. They 
do not realize what they are missing, but 
you do—especially if you have missed the 
higher education yourself. The evolution 
of the family is one of the finest games 
which anybody can play, and it is one in 
which any ohe may take a hand. Better 
hold to the old ideals and keep the boys in 
school. Your self-respect will increase if 
you do, and the harder it is for you to do it, 
the more satisfaction you will have from 
your achievement. 


MEXICO’S. ELECTIONS. 

Gen. Reyes’ objection to the holding of 
the Mexican elections early in October is 
based on the charge that the Maderists who 
served under various revolutionary com- 
manders have not been mustered out, and 
that general elections held before the coun- 
try is thoroughly pacified will result in the 
domination of other parties by the armed 
friends of Madero. The intimation is plain 
enough that Madero is keeping an army in 
reserve to control the polis. 

Madero’s reply ‘s that there are more 
friends and supporters of Reyes under arms 
than there are armed Maderists. Reyes is a 
military hero to many Mexicans.

CONTACT OR FINGER TYPHOID 
> ai FEVER. 

WO years ago in a Jewish house- 
hold on the west side of Chicago 
every member. of the family had 
typhoid fever ‘within three months. 
Two members of the family died of 
it. First one got sick and later another, 
and so on until it went through the fam- 
ily. Had all of them gotten sick at the 
same time we would have thought of milk 
or water as the cause. They lived in an 
insanitary basement, but a study of the 
epidemic led us to think the cause was io 
the household. That was the cause of all 

of the cases after the first. 

A few years ago there was a milk epi- 
demic in West Pullman. Ten days -after 
the use of the typhoid infected milk was 
stopped the eases of typhoid fever quit 
developing. In one household there were 
cases during the period of milk contami- 
nation and one developed some weeks 
after the use of the infected milk was 
stopped. This was a case of contact 
ty phoid. ? 

Typhoid is “ catching.” It is not as 
catching as smallpox or measles. If 100 
persons who have never had smallpox 
diseases or never been vaccinated are 
brought into close contact in a room With 
a case of smallpox more than ninety of 
them will contract the disease. Measles 
s about as “ catching.” 

If 100 people who never had typhoid or 
who had not been vaceinated against it 
were brought in close’ contact with a 
casé in a room all of them might escape 
having the disease. Everything would de- 
pend on whether they swallowed any 
typhoid bacilli or not. Typhoid bacilli 
are liable to get on the hands, the bed 
clothes, and on articles around the room. 
The excretions of the patient are certain 
to contain them. Bits or droplets of ex- 
cretion too small to see with the naked 
eye can get on the hands or on articles 
around the room. The nurse’s hands are 
certain to get infected. The patient can- 
not be cared for without infecting the 
hands of those who care for him. When- 
ever the hands remain infected for any 
length of time the infection is pretty cer- 
tain to reach the mouth. The hands are 
traveling to the mouth frequently. In- 
fected hands are liable to infect food. 
Flies carry infection from the excretions 
of the patient to the food. 

It is in these ways that contact in- 
fection occurs. There is no air infection. 
To visit in the room if nothing is eaten 
and the hands are washed after the visit 
is absolutely safe. Then in order that a 

patient may not cause contact infection 
it is necessary to have everybody's hands 
washed frequently— especially those of 
the patient and nurse. To have the ex- 

cretions and all vessels used therefor 
sterilized with carbolic acid, bleaching 
powder, or some other strong antiseptic. 

To have the bedelothes kept clean. To 

have the patient and his excretions pro- 

tected against flies. To hate the food 

kept clean and especially. protected 

against flies and handling. 
If these. things cannot be successfully 
accomplisbed in the house the patient 
‘should be taken to a hospital. No other 
eourse is fair to the other members of the 
family. 

Good nursing and good medical care are 


about as necessary for the protection of 


the other members of the family as fe: 
the welfare of the patient. If such nurs- 
ing and medical care cannot be had in 
the home the hospital] is at hand. 

If the family, or any member thereof, 
is engaged in handling food for sale, then 


the sates should go to the hospital, ora 
high grade nurse should take entire charge 
of the patient and the family should do 


nothing more than visit. I have known 
of several local epidemics of typhoid 
fever due to some wife or mother tryiug 
to nurse the patient and at the same time 
attend to the milk or wait on customers 
in the store. No one should patronize a 
milk producer or milk dealer or buy goods 
in a grocery store, delicatessen, or bakery 
where a case of typhoid fever is being 
cared 5 on the 8 


BUTTERMILK HEALTHFUL DRINK. 

J. H. wants to know about buttermilk as 
a healthful drink. Should it be pasteurized? 

Reply—Buttermilk is a healthful drink. 
There is no better hot weather drink. This 
does not mean that it is not a good cold 
weather drink. It is a good deal more easily 
digested than sweet milk. 
fat, and that is an advantage, The albu- 


mins are changed in such a way that the 
stomach can handle them more easily than it 


can the albumins of sweet milk. The acids 
are pleasing to the taste and helpful also. 

The milk from which butter is made should 
be pasteurized, The Chicago ordinances re- 
quire this. Tubercle bacilli have been found 
in butter by several observers. Butter made 
from pasteurized milk scores higher in gov- 
ernment tests than butter from unpasteur- 
ized milk. 

The buttermilk from such pasteurized milk 
ig pasteurized buttermilk. Properly made 
culture buttermilk is better than ordinary 
buttermilk. Ordinarily milk turns sour be- 
cause of the lactic acid bacteria of dif- 
ferent kinds which fall into the milk from 
the air or from the stable walls or ceiling. 

Along with these bacteria there fall many 
other kinds. When these lactic acid germs 
multiply in milk they make acid which turns 
the milk sour. It is much better to kill off 
this mixed growth by heat and add a purer 
culture. This is what is done in culture 
buttermilk. Sometimes culture buttermilk is 
made from unskimmed milk. This is more 
expensive than the ordinary kind. It is bet- 
ter for those people who specially need fats. 
It is not so good for other people.

REGARDING TYPHOID. 

A. W. W. asks the following questions: 

Is there a filter made which oan be at- 
tached to the faucet which will destroy tY> 
phoid germs? 

What is the percentage (approximate) of 
risk in drinking bottled mineral waters? 1 
refer to the risk from contamination in put- 
ting the water in dirty bottles. 

Compared to using bottled waters, what 
is the risk in drinking Hyde Park water? 

I use certified milk. Is there any milk in 
Chicago which is better? Should it be neces- 
sary to boil this certified milk? 

Reply—Any of the artificial rock filters 
which attach to the faucet will filter out ty- 
phoid bacilli. All parts of the filter must be 
kept clean. At short intervals the candle 
must be baked out. Otherwise the typhoid 
bacteria grow through it and the filter does 

more harm than good. 

I have seen bottling factories selling water 
on the Chicago market that had no facilities 
for sterilizing the containers, the contain- 
ers traveling back and forth from plant to 
consumer without any cleaning. I have seen 
Others where the facilities were excellent. 
It is easy to find a producer selling water if 
your vicinity who takes proper care of the 
bottles. 

I should say that a good bottled water 
from a sanitary plant (and there are many 
such) is safer than the Hyde Park water. 

Certified milk is the best milk sold in the 
city. It is not necessary to-boil it.

‘TALY is one of the countries of Europe 
where the law makes no provision for 
the dissolution of the marriage tie by 
means of divorce. The courts at Rome 
have, however, for the first time in the 

history of Italian jurisprudence, just granted 

a decree that is something much akin to a 

divorce, although it is described merely as\ 

an annulment. | 

The petitioner in the case is a Count 8 

lini, o, on April 15, 1907, married an Amer- 

ican woman, a Mrs. Montague. When the 
parties presented themselves before the mu- 
nicipal functionaries, who alone have the 
right to tie the nuptial knot, according to 
the law of the land, Mts. Montague produced 

a certificate, granted by the United States 

consul, in which it was intimated that there 

was no legal obstacle to her marriage. 

Not long after the wedding the countess 

left her husband and the Eternal city and 

has never communicated her whereabouts to 
the count or held any intercourse with him 
since. 

— 

The Italian courts have now granted a de- 

cree dissolving the marriage on the ground 

that Mrs. Montague failed to produce a 

proper certificate of her capacity to contract 

a legal marriage, the certificate of the consul 

being, in the eyes of the tribunal, of no 

legal value. 

At the same time, the court expressed the 

opinion that marriage is a purely civib con- 

tract and that, as such, it may be annulled 
by Italian civil tribunals, just in the same 
way as any other civil contract, either on 
the ground that one or the other of the par- 
ties has failed to comply with the terms of 
the contract or that they were legally dis- 
qualified at the outset, for one reason or 


another, from entering into the agreement. 


Since the American ex-Countess Pasolini 
failed to put in any defense and the judg- 
ment has gone by default there will be no 
appeal, and the decision will stand. 

It is a decision whien is far reaching in its 
effects and which will render enttrely super- 
fluous the necessity of enacting a divorce 
law in Italy, since every cause for which 
divorce is granted in other countries can be 
included under the heading of violation of 
the civil contract,” which man and wife 
agree to in Italy when they wed.

There are quite a number of American 
women who may be disposed to take advan- 
tage of this new interpretation of the Italian 


law to get rid of matrimonial fetters that 


heve become «merous; while it will also lead 
some Italians wao have been merely sep- 
arated from the American heiresses whom 


they married to make new pecuniary demands 


upon them under the penalty of having the 
marriage annulled by the Italian courts and 
being thereby deprived of any further use 
of the titles, and perhaps Mistoric names, 
so dearly purchased.

The ruling body of the town of Doncaster 
takes all the profits of this four days’ race 
meeting, and it has the effect of making 
the rates very low, for the balance of profits 
ig enormoys. Consider, too, that a large 
reportion of the townspeople let their 
ouses or rooms for the week at a high fig- 
ure, and the hotels and shopkeepers havea 
big turn over in the way of takings, and some 
idea can be formed of what racing can do 
for a community, 


Notable Change in Soenes. 

What a difference nowadays with the scores 
of special trains emptying tens of thousands 
of people and motor carriages from all parts, 
te the camping ground of olden times when 
both the quality and “ followers” began to 
arrive the previous week in stage coaches, 
post chaises, and private chariots Then it 
was sport and gambling frem morning to 
night, cock fighting, hunting, freak matches, 
events in the prige ring, and at night roulette, 
dice, cards, and every device to cage money 
to change hands or circulate. I heard some 
extraordinary stories from my father, many 
of which doubtless; were told to him, of the 
sporting spirit pervaded everything. 
But there was a certain picturesqueness about 
it all which redeemed it all. 

At various inns and lodgings gargantuan 
repasts, with enormous libations of port and 
punch, were usually followed by talk about 
the races of the morrow and many fancy bets 
were made. And when they got tired they 
would wager about anything, relapsing later 
in the evening into gambling for large sume. 
An ancestor of mine, a Duke of Queensberry, 
“Old G.,“ won in hie te $10,000,000 racing 
and gambling. He was a frequent visitor at 
Doncaster, and had one or two sensational 
wins there. 


Royalty Present at Races. 

George IV., when prince regent, did a good 
deal to encourage the sport of kings,” and 
with his prother, the Duke of Clarence 
(afterwards William IV.) visited Doncaster 
more than once. He was surrounded by 
friends. Then they drove to the races in 
carriages and teams of six in silver harness, 
of course with outriders. The Prince of Wales 
(afterwards George IV.) was as big a gam- 
bler as any one, and would win or lose £50,000 
($250,000) in a sitting. 

The late King Edward was fond of Don- 
caster and the large house party in the neigh- 
berhood would accompany him to the races. 
The king always drove in a carriage with four 
horses and outriders in plain livery. I be- 
lieve it was King George's intention to shoot 
two days this week near Doncaster and visit 
the races on two days. He will have runners 


at the meeting.

Bankers’ View of Decline. 


The further decline in prices today was attrib- 
uted in the highest banking quarters not so much 
to the effect of any particular development of the 
day ae to the continued result upon prices of the 
ourtailment of purchasing power which has re 
sulted fram a considerable variety of influences 
but which at the moment ts accentuated by the 
conditions now prevailing in Europe. 

This market has been called upon to absorb a 
large amount of stock from abroad. and this has 
been a potent influence in forcing down prices in 
a market which, for reasons quite distinct from 
the conditions abroad, was at best a reluctant 
buyer of stocks, 

It ia fortunate that this market was unusually 
well prepared so far as the money situation Is 
concerned to mest this Hquidation. Instead of 
being heavily indebted to Europe, as we usually 
are at this season, this country still has large 
credits on the other side, and even recently has 
been extending them in the shape of loans to Ger 
The stock market hae suffered, but the 
money market has escaped even the semblance of
